Plants from seed sown in the open ground in May bloom finely in 
September and October, when the flowers are seen at their best. For July and August flowers, sow in March or April, in cold frame, spent hotbed, or 
pots or boxes in the house. Cover the seeds about half an inch deep with rich, light soil, and when the plants have three or four leaves transplant 
about 18 inches apart each way into well-prepared beds. Manures too fresh or used in too large quantities sometimes induce disease in Asters. 
When used they should be thoroughly well decayed and mixed with the soil.

HOW TO GROW GLADIOLI 

They succeed in any ordinary garden soil and will repay any care in cultivation bestowed on them. 
The ground should be liberally enriched and dug over to a depth of fifteen to eighteen inches. Plant in 
the open garden from April until June, setting the bulbs seven or eight inches apart and about four 
inches deep. By planting at intervals up to the first of July, bloom can be had all through the summer 
and fall. About the end of October, when the leaves begin to wither, the bulbs should be taken up, dried in 
the open air and stored in a dry place, free from frost, until planting time the next season.
